Overcharging the Government.

At the lust session of congress a sub-
committee of the house was directed
to conduct an Ingquiry with a view Lo
adcertidning i the United BStates is
paying an unfalr price to the ralrond
companies for the of
the malle. This investigation was an
outgrowth of the defeat of the Loud
postal reform blll, one of the argu-
ments contributing to that defeat be-
ing the uncontradicted assertion on ex-
pert authority that under existing con-
tracts the rallroads which carry the
malls are literally robbing the governs-
ment.

The sub-committee has not yet got
down to serious business, but we no-
tiee In the Boston Transcript a states
ment by Carl 'W. Ernst, who formerly
had g responsible position In the Bos-
ton postoffice, which, If not overdrawn,
would appear to Indicate that the sub-
committee has plenty of work before It
Bays Colonel Ernst: “The totul mall
matter in any one year hns never been
g0 much as 300,000 tuns. For evidence,
se@ the report of the postoffice depart-
ment for 1800, puge 60; report for 1804,
page 43; senate report, page 115, The
weight of all mall matter in 1867 is re-
ported at 204,000 tons. The rallroads
did not carry the whole. They did not
carry local or drop matter; they did
not carry certaln star route matter;
they did not carry all forelgn matter,
Did they carry 200,000 tons? FPerhaps
not, But granting they did, whut pay
did they take? The superintendent of
the rallway mall service reports the
riatle for July 1, 1807, at $34,704, 740 The
inference seems fair that rallroads took
just about $170 for every ton of mall
matter they carried. For a ton of com-
mon (relght they took about a dollar.

trangportation
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The entira cost of handling a ton of
einross mattar, Including traneportia-
tlon, terminnl expenses and dividends,
Is ltss than $30, as the census of 1800
thows, We pay about as much for
rallway mall transportation ae the rest
of the world combined. For every
pound of mall matter carried by rall,
the yonds get about 84 cents  An ex-
press  compuany  paying such  rates
would fall In six monthe, The depart-
ment pays more than elght cents for
every pound of mall matier earried
by rall, the postal establishment of
the country is sacrificed, Impoverished,
stunted and reduced, that transporin-
tlon companies'may receive more than
they fairly earn. The nostal service
of the United States ie kept below the
level of countries llke Helgium
Switzorland, Sweden or India, and ev.
erybody and overything In Amerion
fnjoys cheap and excellent transpors
tatlon except the people’'s mnoll"

It has repentedly been estimated by
those who have made a srudy of this
gubjeet that If the postoMoc depart-
ment could get the rallronds down to
a falr price on this service not only
would Its annunl deficit of about $4,000,-
000 on the average disappear but a
long steps could be taken In the diree-
tlon of penny postage. This does not
gay that there sheuld not be a re-clags-
fication of second class matter along
the Hnes contemplated in the Loud bill
but it offers satisfactory reasons why
the Inquiry Into rallway charges should
be Impartial and thorough,

Our Indemniflcation.

Information ag to the surpassing po-
tential value of the Phillppine Islands
continues  to accumulate, The last
lesue of Harper's Weekly contalned
perhaps the fullest exposition of this
subject which hag appeared In recent
perlodieal literature, being from the

pen of Hon, John  Barrett, lately
United States minister to Siam  but
ow with  the Amerlcan forces at
Manlla, We would recommend that

Mr, Barrett's article be read in whole
as offering valuable ald to the forma-
tion of an Intelligent judgment con-
cerning the guestion of the disposition
Of these Invaluable war trophles, But
for the Lenefit of those who have not
aceess Lo Harper's Weekly we duote
below one or two of Mr. Barrett's more
Interceting conclusions.

After noting that under SBpain's re-
pressive sway the total apounl coms-
merce of the Philippines has not av-

craged more than £40,000,000, gold basgls,
My, Harrett gaye: “If the United States
eventunlly governs the islands that
amaount will go up by strides and
bounds, until it passes the $200,000,000
mark, or to a point where America will
be the chief galner, followed by Great
Britnin, A richier isoluted land o
group of Islands, viewed comparatively
ne to area and population, variety of

agrivultural, mineral, and forest re-
sources undeveloped, in addition to
thoge  Wlready Improved, cannot he

podnted out on the map of the world.
But it is not only 1 that say this, BEvery
authority in the Fur East that 1 have
consulted aflirms thlg opinion or adds
to its emphasis. There nre not only
gold and silver, but fron and coal; not
only vast forests of ship and house
Bullding woonds, but rarest qualities for
furnishing, fAnishing, and ornamenting:
not only great areas given up to the
cultivation of sugar, hemp, tobacco,
and coffes, hut wider renches of virgin
=odl untouched, and waiting the hand
of the ploneer who is supported by an
honegt gavernment.'

Elsewhere, In the eourse of a graphic

.r!. seription of the city of Manlla, thls

writer says:

“Were Manila perman-
ently in our possession, or that of some
enterprising Edropean power, It could
be made one of the mast bheautiful eit.
les of the world, as well a8 a #plendid
commercial entrepot and great sea-
port, Its location and elimatic condi-
tions are favorable to all kinds of Im-
provements, Were the water and riv-
er-frontage used to best advantage,
new wharves, quays or bunds con-
gtructed, the principal business streets
widened and new ones opened, boule-
vards and avenues leading to the su-
Liurhs, which the resldential sec-
tion, improved or extended, parks lald
out, the moats arousd the walled elty
cleaned of thelr acceumulated #lth, a
sanitary sygtem provided to supple-
ment the water-works already in op-
cration, and natural opportunities for
a4 perfect harbor improved, Manila
would  easlly surpass Yokohama,
Shanghal, Salgon, and Singapore In at-
tractiveness, and become as much an
Amerlean capital in Asia as Caleuttn
i= o British metropolls, Likewlse, were
the mailn island of Lugon, and the les-
#or ones of Palawan, Panay, Cebu,
Mindoro, and Mindunno, entirely ex-
plolted and developed, rallways built,
communication with the distant inter-
oy established, und trade exchange be-
tween Manlla and the multitude of
lesser points, lke Tloilo and Cebu, fose
tered, there would a change eome over
these islands, the Antilles of the Orient,
that would astonish the world."

One the occaglon of a former visit to
the Islands Mr, Barrett made a list of
the natural resources that came under
hig observation. Of woods, he says,
thers cedar, sapan-wood, fron-
wood, bumboo, ehony, logwold, palma-
brava, gum, and a wonderful variety
of hard and soft woods. Cultivated or
growing wild are to be found hemp,
BUEAr-cane, tubaceo, coffee, rice,
bananas, ginger, vanilin, cassia, pepper,
indigo, pineapples, cocoa, cacao, wheat,
mulze, ramle, and cotton, as well as
tamarind, mangoes, durlons, aranges,
guavas, limegs, citrons, jack-fruit, cus-
tard-apples, and all kinds of garden
products,: Of minerals, aside from gold
and silver, lron and coal, alresdy noted,
there are copper, quicksilver, tin, an-
timony, saltpetre, and sulphur, From
the gea come coral, tortolse-shell, am-
ber, and pearl. Beds of marble and
deposits of gypsum are being worked
to a small degree, Among the morve
useful animals are the hardy ponies,
indispensable wuater-buffaloes, awine,
goats, cattle, and a few sheep, with n
long list of wild fauna as varled as
the fNora, which 18 Indeed marvellous
In both beauty and utllity.
